HE -Catholick Church in a mo- 
dern Pamphlet has lately been ac- 

uſed. of Novelties in her Faith. 

anſwer the Indictment, and ap- 
peal to the four firſt General 
Councils, and the venerable Wit- 
neſſes of Antiquity ; by whole 
Deciſion the Church eſtabliſhed 
by Law cannot in Honour but abide; ſince the 


Britiſh Prelates ground the whole Scheme of their 


Belief on their juſt Authority, to which they Ex- 
preſs the greateſt Deference. Before I deſcend to 
the Examination of the pretended Novelties, 1 can- 
not think it improper here to explain, and to point 
out in what the real Authority of the Fathers con- 
fiſts, as being a very material Part of the Subject 
in immediate View. Their juſt Authority then, as 
the Biſhop of As obſerves in his Vindicati- 
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on of the MIRACLES of our BLESSED SAVIOUR, 
Chap. 3. p. 123, conſiſts in their Teſtimonies of 
Facts, as they were good and learned Perſons in 
early Ages, and therefore credible Witneſſes. 
The Fathers of the Apoſtolical Age, or that liv- 
ed ſoon after it, are certainly proper Witneſſes 
of the Doctrines of the Church, and give their Te- 
ſtimonies of them, in the Way of Fact, namely, 
that ſuch Doctrines were then actually agreed in, 


and believed by the Church. The actual Concur- 


rence of the Fathers of the fourth and part of the 


following Century, in Doctrines that can be prov- 


ed to be derived from the carlieſt Ages, has it's juſt 


the Fathers of the ſaid Times is, that they wrote in 
a very rational Manner, and aſſigned the Lzteral 
Senſe of the New Teſtament. 


Having premiſed with this learned Biſhop of 
the Church of Eng land, a ſhort Account of the real 
Authority of the Fathers, I commence with the 
SUPREMACY. The Doctrine of the Catho- 
lick Church, as to this Point, is, that the Biſhop 
of Rome is the Succeſſor of St. Peter Prince of the 
Apoſtles, and true Vicar of Jeſus Chriſt, and Head 
of the whole Church; and that full Power has 
been given him to rule and govern it, according to

THESE four general Councils are received by 
the Church of England, Act.

HENCE I infer firſt, St. Peter's and the Pope's 
Supremacy, is not a Novelty; but the Doctrine of

*till the Middle of the fifth Century, in which the 
fourth general Council was aſſembled.

Ir they contended with an Apoſtle, who in this 
Capacity had an Univerſal Superintendency over | 
the whole Church, and was their undoubted Supe- | 
riour; it is eaſy to imagine they wou'd do it, cho | 
they knew of his Authority over the. other Apoſtles. 
This Fact is no more a Proof againſt St. Peter's 
| Supremacy, than it is for his having no Juriſdicti- 
on at all over the contending Parties, or for his 
not being an infallible Teacher of the Chriſtian Re- 
gion. | 
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OBJECTION II. 


S r. James is mentioned firſt among the Apoſtles, 
by St. Paul. Gal. ii. V 9. Therefore he never own- 
ed the Supremacy. | 


ANSWER. 


ST. Peter in all the Catalogues of the Apoſtles 
leads the Van. St. Math. x. V 2. St. Mark iii. V 
16. St. Lake vi. V 14. Acts i. V 13. Even out 
of the Catalogues St. Peter is commonly in the 
Front, as St. Math. xvii. VI; Chap. xxvi. / 37. 
St. Mark Chap. i. V 36; Chap. v. / 37; Chap. ix. 
y 1; Chap. xiii. 3. St. Lake Chap. viii. „ 45, 
51; Chap. ix. V 28, 32. St. John Chap. xxi. V 2. 
Acts ii. ry 14; Chap. v. V 29. And if St. Paul names 
St. James before St. Peter, Gal. xi. V 9. it is be- 
cauſe he had named St. Peter juſt before V 8. or

OBJECT1oN VII. 


Port Victor was ſharply reproved by Irenexs 
and the Aſiaticł Biſhops ; which plainly ſhews, they 
knew nothing of his having received full Power 
from our Lord Feſus Chriſt, in the Perſon of St. Pe- 
ter, to rule and govern the whole World. 


ANSWER. 


ST. Peter never had ſuch a Charter; and by con- 
ſequence his Succeſſors have no Pretenſion to it. 


OBJECT1oN VIII. 


ST. Cyprian treates the Biſhop of Rome with the 
Titles of Brother, and Collegue; which is a ſtrong 
Evidence he held himſelf equal to the Biſhop of 
Rome For Brother and Collegue, are Terms of e- 
quality. 


ANSWER. 


E Ac H Suffragan is Brother and Collegue to the 


Metropolitan, tho? not equal in Juriſdiction. St. 


Paul, 1 Cor. i. V 10. calls them his Brothers, and 
Chap. v. V5. exerciſes his Authority over them. 


. OBJEcrion IX. 


FIRMILIAN, a Biſhop of Aſia, of great 
Fame, charges Stephen, Biſhop of Rome, with in-

ANSWER. 


THe Infallibility of the Pope, and his Supre- 
macy, are very different. The Supreme Church- 
Authority, has declared for the Supremacy, and 
pronounced Anathema to the Memory of a great 
Pope. And this is the Caſe of the Cappadocian 
Prelate, and of St. Cyprian, Primate of Africa Pro- 
conſularis. 


OBJECTION X. 


A greater Privilege is granted by the Council of 


Chalcedon, than ever was given by any Council to 
the See of Rome, viz. That a Biſhop or Clergyman, 
who had a Diſpute with his Metropolitan, might ap- 
ply himſelf to the Throne of Conſtantinople. 


ANSWER. 


ECCLESIASTICAL Hiſtory affords many Prece- 
dents of Appeals from Conſtantinople to the Pope ; 
* which is a Privilege as much Superiour, as the Pa- 
triarchal Dignity 1urpaſſes that of the Metropoli- 


tan. — 


OBJECTION XI. 


THe ſame Council, Can. 28. decrees to the 
Biſhop of Conſtantinople, an equality of Privileges 


with the Biſpop of Rome.

Ir is evident then in theſe early Times, the

full Aſſurance of the true Faith to coming Ages. 


By Virtue of theſe Principles, Cerinthus and E-

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nus in the third; Arias and Donatus in the fourth; 
Neſtorius, Eutyches and Dioſcorus in the fifth, were

Faith and Communion trom the Spiritual Guides, 
inſtituted by Chriſt for their Direction: And as the 
Church of Ezzland, ſettled by Act of Parliament, 


and not by the Acts of the Apoſtles, treads the 


Steps ot theſe her reforming Anceſtors, and leaves 
that Church, which from the Darkneſs of Idolatry 
brought her to the Light of the Goſpel; ſo in pa-

RANSUBSTANTIATION is the Change 

of Bread and Wine, into the true and real 
Body and Blood of Chriſt, made by the Words of 
Conſecration. 


As this is the Doctrine of the Church in Com- 
munion with the See of Rome, ſo it is of the Church 
of England, if Words have their uſual Significati- 
on, and excite their proper Ideas. In'the Catechiſm 
printed in all Books of Common Prayer, to the Que- 
ſtion. What is the Inward Part or Thing ſignified? 
The Anſwer is: The Body and Blood of Cheri , which 
ts Verily and Indeed taken and received by the Faith- 
ful in the Lord's Supper. 5 


BISH oP Azarews, in his Anſwer to Bellarmin 
ſays, in the Name of his Church; We firmly believe 
that it is the Body of Chriſt, but after what Manner 
it is made ſo, there is not a Word extant in the Goſ- 
pel: We believe the Preſence too, and that no leſs 
than yourſelves. And again, ch. viii. p. 194. T he 
King acknowledges Chriſt to be truely preſent, and 
truely to be adored in the Euchariſt. 7 alſo with St. 
Ambroſe, adore the bleſh of Chriſt in the Myſteries.

ST. Juſtin Martyr, a Perſon of extraordinary 
Parts and Learning, and an eminent Apologiſt for 
the Chriſtian Religion, in his ſecond Apology to 
Antoninus Pius, writes to this Effect. We do not 
receive it as common Bread, nor as common Drink ; 
but as by the Word of God, our Saviour Feſus Chriſt 
was Incarnate, and for our Salvation aſſumed bath 
Heſh and Blood: So we are taught, that the Ele- 
ments, by which our Fleſh and Blood are nouriſhed 
the Prayer of the Ward, 
became the Fleſh and Blood of that Incarnate Feſus. 


I omit a Multitude of Citations of this Nature, 
and appeal to the Judgment and Candour of any 
ingenuous Reader, whether theſe Holy Fathers, 
who cou'd not be ignorant of the publick Faith of 
the Church, and never were accuſed of Error, are 
not as Authentick Witneſſes of the real and ſub- 
ſtantial Preſence of Chriſt's Body and Blood in the 
Sacrament, as they are of the literal Senſe of his 
Signs and Wonders. They confront in as glaring 
a Manner the Figurative Scheme of the preſent 
Britiſh Prelates, as they do the F N Syſtem 
of Jeſus's Miracles. St. Cyril of Hieruſulem, and 


St. Chryſoſtome ſay, We muſt believe the Holy Eu- 
chariſt is Chriſt's Body, tho” ſeemingly againſt Senſe 
and Reaſon ; becauſe the bleſſed Jeſus proclaimes, 
This is my Body. St. Hilary teaches, the Euchariſt 

is 
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is the True Fleſh of Chriſt, that it is Trzely his Bo- 
dy, that we receive his True Body. St. Ambroſe 
tells us, I he Euchariſt is the Body and Blood of 
Chriſt, which he took of the Virgin. St. Gregory 
Nyſſeu, infers from the real Preſence, that Chriſt's 
Body is not ozly in Heaven, but in many Places; 
and by Conſequence he does not confine Omni- 
potence to the narrow Views and Idcas of human 
Underſtanding, but ſpeaks in Terms the moſt ex- 
preſſive of the Extent of the Divine Power. St. 
Auguſtine aſſures us, The Body of Chriit is preſent, 
not only as a Figure or Sign, but really, and in a 
literal Senſe. St. Faſtin Martyr informs the Ro- 


man Emperor and Senate, That the Chriſtians re- 


ccive the Flcſh and Blood of the Incarnate Jeſus : 
So he anſwers the Aſperſion of Infanticide, and the 
Impoſture of Thyeſtean Feaſts, generally received 
by Pagan Antiquity, on Account of the real Pre- 
ſence, as this eminent Writer witneſſes ; and 0- 
rigen, in his elaborate Treatiſe againſt Celſas. 


HENCE I infer firſt, The Words of the Inſtitu- 
tion of the Sacrament, and by Conſequence the o- 


ther Places of the Scripture, are to be taken in a 
literal Senſe. _ 


HENCE I infer ſecondly, Thoſe who aſlert the

fore the Conſecration, and the Appearance of Wine 
the Symbol of it after the Conſecration. 


OBJECTION XIV. 8 


Origen diſcourſing of this Subject, ſays, The Food 
ſantlified by the Word of God, as to that, which 1s 
material in it, goes into the Belly, and 1s caſt into the 
Draught. So much for the Typicai and Symbolical 
Boay. 


ANSWER. 


Origen, or whoſoever is the Author of the Ho- 


. mily, ſpeaks only of the material Part of the Sa- 


crament, or of the Elements, which are the Ty- 
7 and Symbolical, but not the True Body of 
Þhriſt. 
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CHAP YH. 


Mr. Wainhouſe's Objections againſt 
the Worſhip of the bleſſed Eucha- 
rift, Anſwered. 


OBJECT10ON I. 


T is plain and groſs Idolatry to pay Divine 

Honours to M inſenſible Piece of Matter, ſuch 
as Bread and Wine. The Papiſts muſt own that 
they are Idolaters, If Tranſubſtanitiatioa is not 
true, and ſuch a Change be not made in the Sa- 
crament, They are not excuſed, as Archbiſhop 
Tillotſon truely obſerves, becauſe they intend to wor- 
ſhip God and not a Creature; for ſo the Perſians 
might be excuſed from Idolatry in worſhipping the 
Sun, becauſe they intend to worſhip God and not 
2 Creature; and ſo indeed we may excuſe all the 
Idolatry that ever was in the World, which is no- 
thing elſe but a Miſtake of the Deity, and upon 
that Miſtake a Worſhipping of ſomething as God, 
which is not God. 
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ANSWER. 


IDOLATRY, as Dr. Tillotſon defines it, is 4 
Miſtake of the Deity, and upon that Miſtake a wor- 


ſhipping of ſomething as God, which is not God. But 


tho', by an impoſhble Foſition in Catholick Prin- 
ciples, Tranſubſtantiation ſhou'd not be true, a 


Roman-Catholick wou'd not be in a Miſtake of 


the Deity, and upon that Miſtake worſhip ſome- 
thing as God, which is not God. For tho? Tran- 
ſubſtantiation preciſely be ſuppoſed not true, the 


HBleſled Jeſus is ſtill God, and nothing but God is 


the Object of Catholick Adoration and Latria. 
By Conſequence therefore, he is not as the Per/i- 
ans in a Miſtake of the Deity, nor upon that Mi- 
{take worſhips ſomething as God, which is not God. 
Hence it is plain to a Demonſtration, even in the 
Principles of this learned Proteſtant Prelate, Ca- 
tholicks are no Idolaters. 


OBIECTION II. 


A Roman-Catholick can never be certain that 
ſuch a Change is made, becauſe according to the 
Expreſs Determination of the Council of Trent, 
That depends upon the Mind and Intention of the 
Prieſt, which as Dr. Tillotſon wiſely Remarks, can- 
not certainly be known but by Revelation. 


ANSWER Io 


TRE Prieſt, I preſume, is conſcious of his own 
Intention without a ſpecial Revelation, and Con- 
ſequently on this Account cannot reaſonably 
doubt of the Effect. However, a Moral and Pru- 
dential Certainty of this wonderfull Change is 
ſufficient for a wiſe Man. And whoſoever requi- 
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ſtian Sacrament, which depends on the Action of 


a Free Agent, will never obtain it. 


ANSWER IIo 


THE valid Adminiſtration of Baptiſm, in the 
preſent Principles of the Church of Exgland, de- 
pends on the Right Intention of the Prieſt, and on 
his valid Ordination; and by conſequence on the 
Validity of the Ezz/:þ Ordinations ; which, tho? 
placed in their full Luſtre, with all the Advantage 
poſſible, and thoroughly examined by Mr. Thomas 
Brown, In the Story of the Ordination, Fc. appear 
certainly doubtful. 


HENCE I infer firſt: In theſe Principles, it is 
a reaſonable Doubt whether there is a Chriſtian or 


no, in the Prelatick Order of the Parliamentary 
Church of England. | 


HENCE I infer ſecondly : Whoſoever has been 
chriſtened by a Rector of this national Church, 
may prudently call in Queſtion the Validity of his 
Baptiſm. 


HENCE I ſafer thirdly : It is the greateſt Im- 


prudence and Folly to continue in a Church, whoſe 
Miniſters have probably no Power to exerciſe the 
Prieſtly Functions. 1 5 


OBJECT1oN III. 


THE Chriſtians derided the Heathens for wor- 
ſhipping Things that were dumb and without Life. 
Therefore had the Chriſtians worſhipped the Eucha- 


riſt, the Heathens wou'd have retorted this upon 


them. 
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ANSWER. 


CHRIST under the Sacramental Elements is 
the living God, not Dumb and Senſeleſs. Igno- 
rance alone could retort the Argument, or accuſe 
the Chriſtians of adoring Bacchus and Ceres. 


OBJECT1oN IV. 


THERE is no mention made for many Ages of 
the Elevation of the Hoſt upon any Account, much 
leſs tor Adoration. 


ANSWER. 


Trex Elevation of the Hoſt is no material Part 
of the Catholick Faith, but a mere Ceremony, tho* 
above 900 Years older than the Reformation. As to 
the Adoration of it; St. Auguſtin in Pſal. xcviii. # 
5, ſays, ao one eats this Fleſh but he adores it firſt. 
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T was the Practiſe of the Catholick Church in 

the firſt and ſecond Age after the Apoſtles, 
and ſo by Conſequence came originally from the 
Apoltles themſelves, to adminiſter the holy Eucha- | 
ritt to the Faithful ſometimes in one Kind, ſome- 
times in both. Furſt, one Kind was uſed in the 
Communion of the Sick. St. Denys of Alex. Apud 
Enſeb. lib. 6. c. 44 Secondly, one Kind was in 
Uſe in adminiſtring it to Infants, who received the 
Cup without the Hoſt. St. Cypr. Lib. de Lapfis. 
Thirdly, the Faithful were permitted to keep the 
Conſecrated Hoſts, and to receive the Bleſſed Sa- 
crament in private. $0 Tertullian, Lib.

St. Chryſoſtome in the fourth 
Century, as it appears from Sozomen, Lib. 8. cap. 
gave the Bleſſed Sacrament in his Church at 
onſtantinople under one Kind. And in the fifth 
Century, at Rome? the Faithfull in St. Leo's Time 
received in the Publick Aſſemblies in one or both 
Kinds as they judged convenient. St. Leo Serm. 4. 
de Quadrag. It any one requires more Satisfaction, 
I refer him to Arcadias, Lib. 3, cap. 53, pag. 
329. 


Ir is as evident then as Hiſtory can make paſt 


acts, in the beſt and pureit Ages, this was look- 


ed upon as a Matter. of Dilcipliae only, not of a- 
ny Divine Frecept. 


Mar. Wainbouſe ſeems conſcious his Reaſoning 
is weak, and wou'd concede the Doctrine of the 
Church of Roxze to be lawful, Fit was practiſed 
in the Apoſtles Time; which, beſides the preceding 
Arguments, I prove thus: The Few: Converts 
were zealous Obſervers of the Ceremonial Law, 
Act. xxi. V 20. But one of the Ceremonial Laws 
of the Nazareans was, that they ſhou'd never drink 
any Thing that can inebriate.

HENCE I infer firſt, This Practice is not againſt

HENCE I infer thirdly, It is plain the Refor- 
mation, as tounded on this Point of Church-Dit- 
cipline, is an indefenſible Cauſe.

Conſequence, the Quaker for the ſecond, and per-

OBJECTION III. 


Faſtin Martyr ſays, that both Kinds were given to 
thoſe who were preſent, and that they were likewiſe 
ſent to thoſe who were abſent. He alſo expreſly 
teaches us, that the Bread was offered in Memory 
of Chriſt's Body, and the Cup in Memory of his 
Blood. Therefore it is clear he never thought 
Chriſt was intire and truely under each Kind. 


ANSWER. 


ALL might be granted without any Prejudice to 
the Cauſe, except the Author's Conſequence, which 
being Groundleſs may reaſonably be denied.

HT HE Catholick Church, by the Word Maſs, 
underſtands the great Propitiatory Sacrifice of 
the Body and Blood of Chriſt offered to God in an 
unbloody Manner, by the Prieſt at the Altar, for 
the Living and for the Dead. This wonderful Vi- 
tim of Divine Love Chriſt gave to us, when he 
faid, This is my Body, Math. xxvi. Y 27. This is 
my Blood of the New Teſtmament, which ſhall be 
ſhed for many unto remiſſiom of Sins. V 28. 


Wx believe that Chriſt has left in his Chureh this 
Sacrifice, that the bloody Oblation of Calvary may 
be repreſented, and the ſovereign Virtue thereof ap- 
plicd to us. Whether it is Abſolute in itſelf, or 
only Commemorative, whether it is Propitiatory 
as the Sacrifice of the Croſs, are Queſtions which 
do not concern the Publick Faith of the Catholick 
Church. It is manifeſt by the concurrent Teſti- 
monies of the Holy Fathers, ever ſince the Time 
of the Apoſtles, that the Bleſſed Euchariſt has al- 
ways been uſed in the Church, both as a Sacra- 
ment and a Sacrifice. | Sr. 
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S r. Andreu the Apoſtle, if we credit the Clergy 
of Achaia, told the Proconſul Ageas, That he ſa- 
crificed on the Altar that ** „ + Lamb, which 
remaius intire aud alive, tho" his Fleſh be eaten, and 
bi Blood be drun by the Faithful. 


RL, Gregory Nyſſez affirms, Orat. 2. de Reſurrect᷑. 
That Chriit's Body was ſacrificed after an occult 
and inviſible Manner, when with his Blood, be gave 


it his Diſciples to eat. 


ST. Cyril of Alexandria aſſures us, Epiſ. ad Neſt. 
Lab. Tom. 3. That in our Churches we celebrate an 
unbloody Sacrifice, being made Partakers of the holy 
Heſh and precious Blood of Chriſt our Saviour. 


ST. Auguſtin de Civ. Dei L. 10. cap. 20, writes 
very clearly upon this Subject: The Sacrifice of the 
Euchariſt, ſays he, has ſucceeded all the ancient Vi- 
a#1mes that were immolated to ſignify the future Sa- 
trifice ; and in this Senſe we underſtand the 39th 
Plalm, where by Prophecy, he ſays, you won'd have 
10 Oblation, nor Sacrifice, and you have framed me a 
Body : becauſe m Place of all theſe . we of- 
fer his Body, and is given them who partake of 
the Oblation. | 


8 r. Chryſoſtome, Hom. 54. In Epiſ. ad Heb. Edit. 
Savil. Pag. 523. Diſcourſes thus. Ve offer not as 
in the old Law ſometimes one Victim, ſometimes ano- 
ther, but here it is always the ſame; and for this 
Reaſon, there is only one Sacrifice. For did the Di- 
verſity of Places multiply the Sacrifice, there would 
be many Chriſts; but there is one alone, intire here, 
and intire there, having but one Body in all theſe 
Places, and for this Keaſon there is but one Sacrifice.

HERE is a Way of Living, ſo good, ſays St. 
Auguſtin in his Enchiridion, cap. 110, hat it 
ſtands not in need of Relief after Death; and another 
ſo bad, that after Death it cannot be aſſiſted. There is 
a Way of Living, neither ſo good, that it does not 
want Help after Death, nor ſo bad, that it is incapa- 
ble of Relief after it. This is what the Catholick 
Church means by Purgatory. 


HE deduces this Doctrine from Math. xii. V 32. 
Whoſoever ſpeaks a,ainſt the Holy Ghoſt, it ſhall not 
be forgiven him, neither in this World, nor in the 
World to come.

THe Prieſts in Compliance with the Law of 
Moſes, Deut. xxxi. V 10, II, 12, read and explain- 
ed the Scriptures, 2 Chrox. xvii. 9. So did Jeremy, 
Iſaiah, and Ezechiel: The Levites, Nehemiah vii. 
8. Read in the Book, in the Law of God diſtiatly, 
and gave the Senſe, and cauſed the People to under- 
ſtand the Reading. This is a clear Intimation they 
had not the Scripture in their own Tongue; for 
Hebrew, ſays the learned Dr. Walton in his Pro- 
logomena, Cap.

viider their Feet: She is conſcious the Spider 
finds Poiſon, where the Bee finds her Honey, and 
for this Reaſon allows the Scripture in the vulgar 


Tongue, to be read only by Perſons of an approv- 
cd and ſolid Virtue. 


For a fuller Juſtification of this Cuſtom, 


I premiſe firſt : There is no Catholick Univerſi- 
ty or Place of Learning, where the Scriptures are 
not Publickly read and expounded. The Supreme

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I premiſe Secondly : The Holy Scripture con- 
tains many revealed Truths above the Reach of 
human Reaſon, and not delivered in Terms ſuited 
to the Ken of every Capacity, but in ſuch as may 
be wreſted by the unlearned and unſtable to their own 
Deſtruction.

HENCE I infer firit: It is highly reaſonable for 
thoſe to explain the ſacred Word of God, whoare 
placed by him to govern the Church. 


HENCE I infer ſecondly : Mechanicks and A- 
pron-ſtrings, the Waſh-ball and Raſor, the Anvil 
and Hammer, the Needle and Ell, are not the 
Qualifications to àttain the true Senſe of the Scri- 
ptures, but the fruitful Origin of Diſſenting Se&s 
and Enthuſiaſts, ſo troubleſome and fatal to Church 
and State.

If ever the Autho- 
rity and Teſtimony of the Catholick Church are 
not of ſufficient Weight to convince a Rational 
Man, ( which is a Poſition neceſlary to juſtify the 
Engliſþ Reformation ; ) even an Aſſent to the Re- 
velation of the Goſpel, is not a Reaſonable AR, 
but raſh and inconſiderate; and by unavoidable 
Conſequence, in theſe Principles of the Church by 
Law Eſtabliſhed, Deiſm will triumph, and ſo Great
